NEVADA'S RESOURCES. 


The people of Nevada move along 


from year to year almost unoon 
soioas of the wonderful changes that 
are taking place in their midst. Bat 
a few brief years have passed since 
Nevada was regarded valuable only 
as of mineral district, and the man 
who dured to claim any agiicnltural 
advantages for the State would have 
been voted a orank. Bat behold 
the change. To day the agricultural 
•nrealth of the State is far ahead of 
the mine*, and while the farming in- 
terest is rapidly increasing the min- 
ing interest is waning. The chances 
are that, within the nest decade, in 
figuring the wealth of Nevada, the 
mines will hardly be taken into ao- 
count. That there will be profit- 
able mining in Nevada for years to 
come is undoubtedly true, but that 
the wealth and permanent prosperity 
of the State must, and will rest upon 
something K.ore substantial is equal- 
ly true. Within the past few years 
it has been mads apparent that every 
inch of the sagebrush plains of Ne- 
vada oan be made proda ctive bv the 
application of water, and although 
artificial irrigation is somewhat ex 
pensive, the farmer is repaid for this 
outlay in the assurance of an average 
crop at all times; whereas, in those 
countries where the farmer depends 
upon nature to do his irrigating, he 
sometimes has too much and some 
times not enough water, and aa a re 
suit his crops are often partial, and 
frequently 
total 
failures. 
Nearly 


every tract of land in the State

Briefly summarized it is to the ef 
feet that Grant had supposed that 
Fitz John Porter had stood on his 
arms and allowed Pope to be whipped 
instead of getting in the rear of 
Jackson as ordered.

correctness of it, I condemned you. 
Now, oa a full investigation of the 
facts, I find that the battle waa 
fought on the 30th of August; that 
your corps, commanded dirpotly by 
you in person, lost a greater per- 
centage than any other corps engagad, 
that the half past four order of the 
day before did not reach you until 
nightfall; that your immediate su- 
perior had cautioned you early in 
the day that you were too far out to 
the front; then that General Pope 
had cautioned you against bringing 
on an engagement, except under 
such circumstances as be desired, 
ai.d that in any event you must be 
prepared to fall back behind Ball 
Bun that night, whore it would bo 
necessary for you to be to receive 
supplies; that from 11 o'clock of the 
29tb yon were confronted by a force 
of twice your own number, of whose 
presence yon had positive proof, 
while General Pops did not know of 
it. This last fact is shown by the 
half past 4 order. 
It directed you 


to attack the enemy's right, and to 
get into his rear."
